COMMENTARY 


In setting out to illustrate the Book of Genesis, I quickly learned that I had to read the 
text very carefully and closely in order to render as accurately as possible the words 
that were actually written there. In the process, I discovered many subtle and sur¬ 
prising things. I also did a lot of background reading, and had for many years already 
been interested in the early cultures of Sumer-Akkad, Babylon, and Assyria. There 
are a number of parallels between the stories in Genesis and the old myths of Meso¬ 
potamia. Inscribed in cuneiform writing on clay tablets, some of the Sumerian myths 
date from as far back as 2000 B.C.E., some even centuries earlier. That’s 2000 years 
before the Age of Augustus and 1500 years before the Golden Age of Greece! No one 
knows exactly how old the stories in Genesis are, especially the early chapters, but 
many scholars believe that some of them were first written down around 1000 B.C.E.; 
and then around the sixth century B.C.E., the entire “Torah,” or the “Five Books of 
Moses,” were finally compiled by the priests of the Israelite nation. The Torah is 
made up of Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, and Deuteronomy. 

What’s remarkable about the Torah is the unbroken longevity of its preservation 
as a book that is used, read, studied, and interpreted. These writings were never bur¬ 
ied and then rediscovered later. They are the oldest texts in continuous use in West¬ 
ern civilization. It’s no wonder that people believe them to be the word of God. Why 
else would they have survived for millennia while the stories of the gods and heroes 
of Egypt, Babylon, and Assyria were buried and forgotten along with these mighty 
empires? And the old stories of the Hebrews are so compelling and appealing that 
they also became the foundation of Christianity and Islam, the other two strongest 
religious traditions of the Western world. 


COMMENTS AND OBSERVATIONS ON THE CHAPTERS 

CHAPTER 1—The Creation: “Let there be a vault in the midst of the waters.” After 
closely reading the beginning of the Creation, I suddenly imagined an ancient man 
standing on the shore of a sea, and gazing out at the horizon, and seeing only water 
meeting the sky. It appears to him that somewhere off in the vast distance the water 
curves up and forms a bowl-like “vault.” The “heavens” are a hollow space in this 
vault. The “dry land” is floating in an infinite sea. If you dig down deep enough in 
the ground, you will come again to the water that underlies the “dry land.” The sun, 
moon, and stars are suspended in the hollow “vault.” The universe beyond is just a 
solid mass of water. 


CHAPTER 2—After the initial account of the seven days of Creation, another 
entirely different story of Creation begins. In the second story, God creates the man 
first, then the animals, and lastly the woman. Biblical scholars say that the Book of 
Genesis was a blending of at least three different written sources, maybe more, and 



that these were “redacted”—meshed together, abridged, put in a certain order—later 
by the priests of the Israelite religion, during or just after the “Babylonian Exile,” 
circa 600-525 b.c.e. 

CHAPTER 3—“Now the serpent was the most cunning of all the beasts . . .” 

I took the liberty of drawing the serpent with arms and legs, although nowhere in 
the text is he described that way. But it is at least implied when God condemns the 
serpent to crawl on his belly and eat dirt forever after. 

Concerning Eve and the tree of knowledge, it is interesting that among the myths 
of Sumer there is the story of the goddess Inanna, who nurtures a tree in her “pure 
garden.” “In its base a snake-that-knows-no-charm has made its nest ... in its trunk 
a demon-maiden has built her home.” But the “demon-maiden” didn’t make it into 
Genesis—she got left on the cutting-room floor. 

CHAPTER 6—“The divine beings”: In the ancient world everyone, including the 
Hebrews, believed in the existence of multiple gods and demigods. Nowhere in 
Genesis does it say that the god of the chosen people is the only god. He is their 
god. In the Hebrew he is called “Yhwh” (Jehovah) by one of the original writers, and 
“Elohim” by another. Other times he is called “El-Shaddai,” which may mean “god- 
of-the-mountain.” In chapter 14, Abraham swears an oath to “El Elyon,” the “god 
most high” of the Canaanites. Every tribe, every city-state, had its “god most high” in 
its pantheon of gods, demigods, demons, and spirits. 

CHAPTER 8—After the Flood has subsided, Noah and his sons offer an animal sac¬ 
rifice, a “burnt offering,” in gratitude to God. God smells the “sweet savour” of the 
meat and decides that he will never again “curse the ground on man’s account.” Why 
is God so moved by the aroma of cooking meat? In the more elaborate Flood story of 
the Sumerians, from which the Genesis story was likely derived, the Noah character, 
whose name is Ziusudra (or Uta-Napishti in the later Babylonian version), also offers 
a sacrifice after the Flood. The gods who caused this terrible cataclysm had been 
away from earth during the unpleasantness, “lying like dogs curled up in the open,” 
and they were hungry. “The gods did smell the savour sweet,” and they “swarmed like 
flies around the man making sacrifice.” 

CHAPTER 9—After all the traumatic events of the Flood, poor old Noah gets drunk 
and staggers around naked in his tent. He is seen by Ham, one of his three sons. Ham 
tells the two other sons that he has seen his father naked. They tell their father, and 
the next day Noah curses Ham and Ham’s son Canaan; “the lowliest of slaves he shall 
be to his brothers.” Thus were black Africans later designated as the descendants 
of Ham by white Christians, this biblical passage serving as a righteous rationale for 
their enslavement. 

CHAPTER 10—Referred to as “the table of nations,” this is a noble effort by the 
ancient Hebrews to trace the origins of all the important tribes and people known to 
them, all the way back to the three sons of Noah: Ham, Shem, and Japheth. They, the 
Hebrews, trace themselves directly back to Shem. From this, I presume, comes the 
term “Semite,” as “Hamite” refers to the people of Africa. Japheth? I don’t know. 



CHAPTER 11—This litany of begots takes us from Shem down the generations to 
Terah, the father of Abraham. Terah lived in the city of Ur, which was the chief city 
of Sumer-Akkad around 2000 B.C.E., the approximate time period in which some 
scholars believe the story of Abraham begins. The mention of Ur has set off numerous 
scholarly speculations about the origins of Abraham s family. Some claim that Terah 
was a high priest of the temple in Ur. The “Midrash” says he was a seller of idols, and 
that’s how I portrayed him. Some say Sarah, Abraham’s wife, was a priestess belong¬ 
ing to the Sumerian matriarchal tradition. Many scholars insist that this family had to 
be of some importance, that they could not have been just common, lowly herdsmen. 
In any event, there is some historical connection between the family of Abraham and 
the already highly advanced urban civilization of the city of Ur. 

CHAPTER 12—“And the Lord said to Abraham, ‘Go forth from your land and your 
birthplace . . .’ ” From this point on the story is all about God’s singling out of Abra¬ 
ham and his clan, “blessing them” and giving them a special claim to the land of the 
Canaanites. We have already been assured that the Canaanites are of no account 
to God, as Noah had cursed Ham’s son Canaan, condemning his descendants to be 
slaves ever after. Throughout the rest of Genesis, God repeats this “covenant” over 
and over to Abraham, to his son Isaac, and to Isaac’s son Jacob. “I give you this land. 
“Be fruitful and multiply.” 

But right away there’s a knotty problem having to do with the women. There’s a 
lot of trouble with the women and the production of sons to carry on the family lin¬ 
eage and God’s great mission. Many odd events and curious tales are told that don’t 
quite add up somehow. Why does Abraham tell his wife, Sarah, to tell the Egyptians 
that she is his sister? What is the point of this story? These puzzles and mysteries 
were cleared up for me by a book called Sarah the Priestess by Savina Teubal (1984). 
She exposes the underlying, buried, hidden, distorted sense ol these stories about the 
women—Sarah, Rebekah (Isaac’s wife), Rachel and Leah (Jacob’s wives)—in a pow¬ 
erfully cogent manner. Suddenly layers of cobwebs are removed, centuries of dust, 
and some of the earlier lost sense of them is revealed. 

About ten years ago I got into a heated argument with a strong-minded woman 
friend of mine about the Sumerian bricklayers. Years later we laughed about it: how 
could we have gotten so worked up about the Sumerian bricklayers?! Now I real¬ 
ize why. We were locked into nothing less than the eternal push-pull between man 
and woman. We’d been discussing the emergence of the early civilizations and the 
monumental buildings they’d erected in their city-states, awesome feats of organized 
labor. I argued that these great works obviously had to involve enforced slave labor, 
that slavery played an important part in the rise of civilization. She argued that maybe 
the building of the temples and ziggurats of early Sumeria were a cooperative ven¬ 
ture based on a mutual, voluntary, religious/social vision. Maybe, she asserted, the 
people even enjoyed this enormous task, creating together their magnificent works, 
a display of heroic collective effort. I vehemently countered with, “You think those 
Sumerian bricklayers did their work voluntarily of their own free will? I doubt it!” 
But she insisted that it was possible. I thought she was just being contrary, and so 
we went round and round. Now I realize that we were both right, and both wrong. 
I was looking at it from a male, patriarchal point of view, while she was envisioning 
it from a female, matriarchal perspective. I thought only of kings and conquest and 



enslavement; she saw it in terms of family, community, civilization as an evolution of 
homemaking on a large scale. In fact, as it turns out, it probably was like that in the 
early period—a mutual, collective, voluntary effort. 

The historical record shows that in the earlier millennia of this development in 
Mesopotamia and Egypt, there existed a powerful matriarchal order alongside the 
patriarchy. They coexisted in relative harmony until the size and power of these orga¬ 
nized city-states became so great, probably due in part to this male-female balance, 
that the military elites finally became supreme. The matriarchy was then gradually 
suppressed, armies of slaves were brought in, kings were declared divine, and prop¬ 
erty became more important than people. The passing of property and estates and 
high position to the sons became the thing of primary importance in these larger, 
stratified societies. Matriarchal imperatives could not survive in this environment. 
It was then that domination and submission and military conquest took firm hold of 
civilization. In Mesopotamia this trend culminated in the Assyrian empire, 800—600 
b.c.e., a ruthless, completely militarized society that went about slaughtering entire 
cities, and leaving mountains of corpses. But back in the days of Abraham, around 
2000 B.C.E., matriarchy was just in the beginning stages of being suppressed, and the 
struggles and assertions of the female characters are all about this, as Savina Teubal 
so clearly explains. 

In chapter 12, why does Abraham seem to be pimping his wife off to the Pharaoh 
of Egypt in exchange for camels and slaves? It doesn’t really make much sense as it is 
written, and the morality of it is murky indeed. Unless perhaps it is a distortion of an 
older legend, twisted around to fit the later, patriarchal paradigm. Even we modem 
sophisticated people have trouble wrapping our minds around the idea of a society in 
which male and female power are equally balanced, with male and female traditions 
existing side by side, separate but working together. This idea seems too advanced, 
even now, to ever have existed in the past. But, in fact, there is abundant documen¬ 
tation that it did exist in the Middle East in the third millennium b.c.e. Those early 
civilizations were also driven by a strong belief in magic, spiritual powers, dreams, 
visions, oracles, spells, and curses. Women with “powers” of this kind were elevated 
to special, high places. There were temples and rituals and rites that only women 
were allowed to perform. There were ranks and hierarchies of temple priestesses. 
The highest of these priestesses, in those early days, were regarded with the same 
reverence as, or possibly even more than, the kings, chieftains, and high priests. They 
stood in for the powerful goddesses, representing them in solemn rituals. They had 
their own special sacred places of power, sacred groves, and even entire cities. 

One of these rituals, described by Savina Teubal, gleaned from the cuneiform 
tables, was the “hieros gamos,” the “sacred marriage” in which any powerful man 
who wanted to be given a position of leadership had to be “invited” into the bed¬ 
chamber of the high priestess, “guardian of the grain stores,” and he had to meet with 
her approval. If somehow he failed the test, it went bad for him. The high priestess 
“chose” him. In this ritual, she represented the “most high” goddess. The sexual 
energy between them would then bring into the man a higher, divine power, bestow¬ 
ing on him a demigod status. Or not. Later, when the patriarchy ruled supreme, this 
tradition degenerated into a situation of “temple harlots.” 

Savina Teubal suggests that Sarah, a woman of “elevated religious status within 
her community,” was brought by Abraham to Egypt and presented to the Pharaoh, 
perhaps to perform the “sacred marriage” ritual with him. It makes sense that Pha- 



raoh would not be made aware of a Hebrew woman’s presence in his vast realm, no 
matter how beautiful she was, unless she was a personage of some importance. But 
the “sacred marriage” did not go well for the Pharaoh. He finds out that Abraham is 
Sarah’s husband, not her brother. He must make peace with this powerful woman 
and her husband. They receive valuable animals and human slaves, as compensation 
for his embarrassment. Sounds plausible. 

CHAPTER 13—Abraham takes Sarah to “dwell by the Terebinths of Mamre,” a 
sacred grove. Here Sarah stays for the rest of her life, and when she dies, she is buried 
in the cave of Machpelah “facing Mamre.” 

CHAPTER 16—Sarah is “barren,” unable to produce children, especially sons, for 
Abraham. But if in fact Sarah was a priestess, she was not permitted to have children 
until after her time as priestess was fulfilled. But Sarah is still passionately determined 
to “build up her house,” and so she unites her Egyptian handmaid with her husband, 
and the handmaid, Hagar, becomes pregnant. Hagar’s overweening pride in carrying 
Abraham’s child then angers Sarah and she is banished to the desert. Abraham can do 
nothing, though it is his child Hagar is carrying. Why is that? The answer is, because 
Hagar’s proud behavior is a threat to Sarah as the matriarch of the family. Hagar may 
usurp her position, and so she must go! 

CHAPTER 17—God, an extremely patriarchal deity, assures Abraham that “kings 
shall come forth” from him, but part of the deal is that Abraham must be circum¬ 
cised, and all the members of his clan group, “even slaves,” must also be circumcised. 
Any male not circumcised “shall be cut off from his people.” Thus the cutting of the 
foreskin becomes an initiation rite, branding these males as members of God’s chosen 
people as well as ensuring that the rights to the land God has given will be handed 
down to the male descendants. A triumph for patriarchy. 

CHAPTER 19—After the destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah, there is the bizarre 
story of Lot and his two daughters, who escape to the mountains. Lot’s wife has 
been turned to salt, and the daughters are concerned that there are no men around 
to mate with them and to carry on their family’s lineage. The older one initiates a 
scheme, suggesting that they sleep with their own father, first getting him drunk. 
The plan succeeds, and both sisters have sons by their father. This is not so shocking 
in the context of matrilineal descent, in which the father is less significant than the 
mother. Later on in the Torah, under the laws of Moses, such incestuous behavior 
was forbidden. 

CHAPTER 20—Again Abraham tells the king of Gerar, concerning Sarah, “She is 
my sister.” Again the king, Abimelech, “took Sarah.” Is this another performance of 
the high priestess’s role in the “sacred marriage” ritual? Again, the king learns that 
she is Abraham’s wife, this time in a dream in which God himself appears to the poor 
king. Again, things go bad for him. He can’t get his wife or any of his slave-women 
pregnant. But this time, when he calls for Abraham to give him a dressing-down, 
we learn that Sarah is “in point of fact” his sister, his father’s daughter. This, too, 
would be shocking if it were true. Is Abraham lying? But if looked at in the context of 
matrilineal descent, again, it is acceptable. But King Abimelech, a patriarchal king, is 



still disgraced, and again, Abraham is compensated, this time with a thousand pieces 
of silver. Abraham then intercedes with God, and the king’s women are once again 
receptive to his seed, and babies are bom. 

CHAPTER 21—Sarah now has a son of her own, and she again asserts her matriar¬ 
chal imperative by ordering Abraham to “cast out this slavegirl and her son.” Ab rail am 
is pained by this as he has some attachment to Ishmael, his first son, but God tells 
him, “Whatever Sarah says to you, listen to her voice.” This time, matriarchy wins, 
and Hagar and Ishmael must leave. It is Sarah, not Abraham, who ensures that her 
son, Isaac, will inherit God’s promise to Abraham. As Savina Teubal points out, “The 
ancestors of the Hebrews are only those whom the matriarchs accepted as members 
of their descent group.” But the messenger tells Hagar that God will also “make of 
him, [Ishmael] a great nation.” The Arab peoples believe that they are the descen¬ 
dants of Ishmael. 

CHAPTER 23—“And Sarah died in Kariath-Arba, which is now Hebron, in the land 
of Canaan.” Evidently, Sarah was a woman of such great importance that an entire 
chapter is devoted to her death and burial. Abraham, who seems at this point to be 
living apart from Sarah, comes to Hebron and wants badly to see Sarah buried near 
Mamre, the sacred grove where she resided, and he bargains hard with the Hittites 
for her burial site in the cave of Machpelah. 

CHAPTER 24—Abraham dreads the possibility that his son Isaac will take a wife 
“from the daughters of the Canaanite in whose midst I dwell.” He sends his servant 
to the land of his birthplace to find a wife for Isaac among his own kinship group. The 
servant travels to the city of Nahor and finds Rebekah, “who was bom to Bethuel, 
son of Milcah, the wife of Abraham’s brother, Nahor.” Rebekah is deemed the per¬ 
fect match for Isaac, but the servant must deal with Rebekah’s mother, and brother, 
Laban. Bethuel, the father of Rebekah, is nowhere in sight. When Rebekah receives 
gifts from the servant, she runs to tell “her mother’s household.” This is, again, a very 
matriarchal situation. It is not clear if Bethuel is dead or just of no consequence. At 
one point in the narrative, it says, “And Laban and Bethuel answered and said . . .” 
Shortly after, the text describes the servant handing out gifts to “her brother and her 
mother.” No gifts for Bethuel? Robert Alter, in his translation, believes there is a 
strong case for this “and Bethuel” line being “a later scribal or redactorial insertion.” 
This is one of the few cases in which I took a liberty with the text. I left out “and 
Bethuel” altogether. It was just those later scribes trying to shore up the patriarchy! 

At the end of chapter 24 Isaac brings his new bride into the tent of his dead 
mother, Sarah, “and took Rebekah as wife.” Was this act meant to place the mantle 
of Sarah’s high priestess position on to the shoulders of Rebekah? 

CHAPTER 25—“And Abraham took another wife.” After the death of Sarah, Abra¬ 
ham takes Keturah as wife, and she produces six sons for him. The text gives their 
names, yet nothing more is said of these six sons of Abraham, “the father of his 
people.” It would seem that it is not the descendants of Abraham that are of primary 
importance, but those of Sarah! 

In this chapter too, we learn that Rebekah is, like Sarah, “barren.” Is this another 
incidence of the priestess role and the prohibition against having children that was 


part of it? In this generation there is open competition between the matriarch, 
Rebekah, and the patriarch, Isaac, over which of their two sons, Jacob or Esau, 
will inherit the “birthright,” the right of the first bom to inherit his father’s estate. 
Rebekah is stronger than Isaac, and so it is Jacob, the second bom, and her favorite, 
who inherits the birthright. 

CHAPTER 26—The “she’s my sister” routine occurs for the third time in Genesis. 
This time it’s Isaac and his wife, Rebekah, and this time it really is a lie, as Rebekah 
is only a distant cousin to Isaac. The king is again poor old Abimelech, but in this 
instance there’s no mention of any “taking” of the woman in question by the king. 
Still, even though the king is angry, he makes himself the protector of Isaac, and Isaac 
therefore prospers “in that land.” Was there another “sacred marriage” between high 
priestess Rebekah and the king that was suppressed by the later scribes of Israel- 
Judea? 


CHAPTER 27—Rebekah shows incredible force and determination in having her 
favorite son, Jacob, receive the blessing from his father. She concocts an elaborate 
deception of her husband, and when Jacob shows fear that his father will perceive 
the deception and curse him, she shouts at him, “ ‘Upon me your curse, my son! Just 
listen to my voice and go!’ And he went.” At the end of this chapter she again tells 
Jacob, “listen to my voice,” and orders him off to her brother Laban in Haran. A tradi¬ 
tion in matrilinear societies involved sending the son off to his mother’s kinship group 
to live with them and find a wife among them. This practice lingers on today in some 
remote comers of the world. 

CHAPTER 28—Jacob’s life struggle is characterized by his act of pushing up great 
heavy stones and making them into memorial markers. He performs this feat alto¬ 
gether five times throughout the story of his life. The second time it seems it’s to 
impress the “comely” and “well-formed” young shepherdess, Rachel. And the last 
time he heaves up a stone, it is to mark the grave of his beloved Rachel, “on the road 
to Ephrath.” 

CHAPTERS 29 and 30—The story in these chapters seems almost intentionally 
meant to provide bedroom-comedy relief. But who can say how such a tale was 
received by its ancient listeners? Did they laugh? We’ll never know. It is the bizarre 
story of two women competing with each other to bring sons into the world for one 
man. Two handmaids, or slavegirls, are dragged into the situation. The two wives 
compete for Jacob’s sexual services, a bargain is struck, and Leah, the less favored 
but more fertile of the two, says to Jacob, “You must come in unto me, for indeed 
I’ve hired you . . .” As with his powerful mother, Jacob seems again overwhelmed by 
these strong, determined women, and does as he is told. 

CHAPTER 31—When Jacob decides it’s time to get his family away from his con¬ 
niving father-in-law, Laban, Rachel steals the “household” gods from her father’s 
house just as they’re about to depart. Savina Teubal suggests that Rachel, in this act, 
is attempting to carry with her some vestige of her traditional role as a guardian of 



these “household gods” which were most often female deities. In chapter 35 Jacob 
asserts his rising patriarchal power by demanding from his clan that they turn over all 
the “alien gods” in their possession, which he then buries in the ground. The women 
could not have been happy about this turn of events, this male interference in their 
traditional spiritual practices. Archaeological digs in the Middle East have turned up 
thousands of these small “idols.” The majority of these figurines are representations 
of popular goddesses. 

CHAPTER 32—The text tersely states: “And Jacob was left alone, and a man wres¬ 
tled with him until the break of dawn.” Jacob manages to overpower the “man,” who 
turns out to be a divine being who then tells Jacob that his name “shall no longer be 
Jacob, but Israel.” When Jacob asks the divine being for his name, the reply is “Why 
should you ask my name?” This is a curious exchange about names. Somewhere I read 
of one scholar’s interpretation, which made sense. The spirit being, who tells Jacob, 
“You have struggled with divine beings and won out,” is giving Jacob his name. I have 
come across references to similar occult experiences such as this in a few different 
cultures, including the American Indians. The spiritual seeker, in a place of lonely 
solitude, usually at night, encounters a being, often a dark being who menaces him, 
and forces him to engage in what seems to be a life-or-death wrestling match, which 
goes on for the whole night. The seeker often emerges from this struggle injured or 
traumatized, but a spiritual “ally” has been acquired. The seeker is never the same 
afterward, but has acquired a “power” of some kind. There’s the legend of the old- 
time blues singer who goes to a deserted “crossroads” at midnight, where he waits 
until a “big black man” comes, and from this “devil” or spirit being he learns to play 
the guitar. This idea probably hearkens back to some old African spiritual practice or 
magic ritual, similar to Jacob’s struggle with the “divine being.” 

CHAPTER 38—Tamar, another fiercely determined woman, takes it upon herself to 
ensure the survival of her lineage. She disguises herself as a “cult-harlot” (maybe the 
real story was that she, too, had some religious position in a temple) and tricks her 
own father-in-law, Judah, into having sex with her. It is from her son Perez, again one 
of a set of twins, that the later kings of Judea are descended. 

CHAPTERS 39 through 50—These last chapters of Genesis are taken up entirely 
with the story of Joseph, one of the twelve sons of Jacob, and are all about his rise 
to power in Egypt, his conflict with his brothers, the resolution of that conflict, and 
the last days of Jacob. As Jacob was forever pushing up heavy stones, so Joseph is 
often seen weeping. He is a sensitive man who is moved to tears many times in his 
life story. 

Joseph becomes the Pharaoh’s chief minister of finance, and exercises his posi¬ 
tion with brilliant ruthlessness, ultimately subjugating the entire population of Egypt 
(except for the priests) for the Pharaoh. But toward the end Joseph shows signs that 
he is weary of worldly power. In the very last chapter, when his obstreperous brothers 
fling themselves at his feet and proclaim, “Here we are, your slaves,” he says to them, 
“I am not God, am I?!” And, “fear not.” Joseph has learned a much finer humility than 
the fear-driven land shown by his barbaric brothers.
